The nondescript "what-is-it," con-

The engagement of Friday morning 


between the Juragua landing and 
Santiago '.had its origin in an attempt 
of a thousand dismounted cavalry on 
our side attacking "a very strong en- 
trenched position on a high hill," as 
^Admiral Sampson- officially reports. 
It was defended by 2,000 Spaniards, 
who were driven from their position. 
The admiral reports the American 
loss at 10 killed and 40 wounded, the 
greater portion in the First regular 
cavalry and in the Woods-Roosevelt 
regiment Of rough riders, which is a 
queer mixture of Western frontiers- 
m'en and New. York .society men. 
This engagement took place near the 
town of' Se'vill'a, which is only five 
miles from Santiago. The American 
advance on Friday had passed 
the 


broken and 
mountainous 
district 


fringing the coast and had before it 
open-and level country up to 'the im- 
mediate defenses of Sanitago. 
While 


.it is possible there may have been a 
decisive battle yesterday, it is hardly 
probable before today or tomorrow. 
The roads or trails from the coast 
through the hills to the open counti-y 
are unspeakably bad, and it will take 
time to bring up the artillery and 
supplies, as well as advance the main 
body of the army. 
Any hour may 


bring the news of an important battle 
outside the defenses of Santiago, but 
it seems more prcbable, from their 
fashion of 
falling back, that 
the 


Spaniards will make their 
grand 


stand behind tlie forts and 
earth- 


works that encircle Santiago, and 
where they 
will have the 
aid ' of 


Cervera's fleet with its big guns. 
In 


that case we may look for an attempt 
by Admiral Sampson to force the nar- 
row passage that opens into the bay 
of Santiago, with its forts on *each 
side 
and an unknown quantity of 


mines and torpedoes in the water. 
There are lively times pending and 
impending in and about Santiago, 
and a few days will tell the story.

or to make a dash out 'to sure de- 
struction. 
He may forestall fate by 


making an attempt to get out of the 
harbor before the., array accomplishes 
its end. 


The first Spanish ship to appear off 


Mor'ro castle would be sunk within 15 
minutes. 
Nothing 
in Admiral Cer- 


vera's fleet could survive the concen- 
trated fire of all1 the battleships in the 
navy and three of the best cruisers. 


The general opinion, among naval 


experts is that Santiago town will be 
burned by the Spanish troops before 
they surrender, that Admiral Cervera 
will destroy his ships and that he will 
then submit to the enemy. If this sup- 
position is correct, the whole work 
should be accomplished in a week. 


It is hardly likely that the army can 


effect its purpose without considerable 
loss, although its superiority in num- 
bers, caliber and generalship ensures 
an ultimate sweeping .victory. 


There is every possibility that the 


Spanish troops may surrender inde- 
pendently of Admiral Cervera. If the 
Spanish admiral should 
insist upon 


thus prolonging the agony, he would 
be subjected to a fire from his own 
forts and the army seige guns, which 
would soon settle him. 


Will Combat a. Republic. 


Rome, June 27.—The pope, disquieted 


by the Carlist rumors, summoned one 
of the leaders to Rome incognito, re- 
ceiving him privately. The latter as- 
sured the pope that the Carlists had no 
intention of attacking the reigning 
dynasty, but were resolved to combat 
any attempt to proclaim a republic.

Yesterday 
afternoon, "about three o'clock, Ser- 
geant Newman excused his men, with 
orders to report at tbe armory.

thirty-eight. The occasion was one 
of great solemnity and tears were in 
the eyes of almost everyone present: 
All seemed to realize that the scenes 
of real war were at hand, and the 
farewells spoken today may be the 
farewells forever. It is hardly possi- 
ble that all can escape the enemy's 
bullet or the ravages of disease. The 
recruits, however, seemed cheerful 
and T^the emotions of all were con- 
trolled as much as possible, but very 
few felt in the humor to give them 
many farewell cheers.

A very distressing and probably 


fatal ' accident occurred about two 
o'clock yesterday afternoon at the 
ice factory of J. "l.

The most seriou 
injury, however, is of an internal or 
spinal nature. His lower limbs are 
paralyzed,'or rather perfectly numb, 
and he has no control of them. 
The 


injuries are very painful, necessitat- 
ing his being kept under'theinfluenci 
of morphine. Eecovery seems impos 
sible.

fell was no more, cheerless than the 
treatment'accorded them by our citi- 
zens'.

There was no breakfast for 
them.; The sergeant in command or- 
dered a cup of coffee for each man at 
the Safford at his own expense, but 
funds enough to pay this was after- 
wards raised-by some old soldiers and 
others present.

candles on the Fourth, but no funds 
to furnish a simple breakfast for the 
brave young fellows who are leaving 
home and friends to go forth to bat- 
tle and death beneath the folds of 
tuat Hag in which we take such pride. 


Send them away hungry! They are 


going to smell gunpowder that kills, 
while our home patriots will revel in 
the powder that burns in rockets and 
roman candles. Not even a cup of 
coffee was offered to these young and 
untried soldiers.

Filler preached an 
interesting sermon Sunday evening at 
Sixth' Street M. E. church"to a fair- 
sized audience, from the' text found 
in the fifteenth chapter of I Cor- 
inthians, 19th verse: "If in this life 
only we have hope in Christ, we are 
,of all men most miserable." He 
said: ' 'The lesson taught from thjs 
passage of scripture was in abstract 
as in this chapter. We have Paul's 
view of the resurrection of Christ. 
If death ends all, why the necessity 
.of us practicing self-denial? 
If this 


is the only life we.have -to live: we 
should get all out ol it we can. In 
this chapter the evidence is produced 
that life does not end all. -In Christ 
the Christian has an : example which 
rhumanity can follow. Because of his 
•resurrection, man jan make rcore «f 
his life. Man passes out of existence 
in this world, but he lives on.; In this 
'life we should have the life beyond in 
view. ' If all the existence we have is 
•'based within this three score and ten 
yearSj we should get all .out of this 
world we can. This world, however, 
is but the vestibule to the entrance 
'to a better life beyond. The question 
of living is not a problem. 'We are to 
live even beyond the grave. .Because of 
this resurrection man is made to think 
more of his fellowmen. ...•• If we leave 
behind all in this life forever, it mat- 
ters not whether we cultivate the ac- 
quaintance of our fellow man, but if 
we are to meet them in a future life 
it should be otherwise. It is this 
manner of living that Christ came to 
this world to teach. Before He came 
each lived exclusively to himself. 
His teachings were that we should 
not live for ourselves alone. Christ 
not only taught that we should lay 
down,our lives if need be for our 
friends, but He gave His own life as 
ajsacrifice for us. 
. "This teaching broadens the minds 
of men. No man livetii to himseK or 
dieth to himself. We Americans have 
been tiic most selfish people in the 
world, but God is now teaching us 
that nu nation can live, for itself, and 
that we are responsible to some ex- 
tent for the action of other nations. 
.Therefore we are now trying to re- 
lieve the oppression of others. From 
this time on America must take her 
place among the nations of the earth 
iii commerce and Christianity. 
The 


things of this world are but tempor- 
ary, but man will live hereafter. We 
must live here with a view to living 
hereafter. 
The poor man was not 


.taken to heaven because he .was poor, 


but because he had lived a proper life. 


" The rich man was not debarred be- 
cause he was rich, but because he 
had not lived the life of the right- 
eous. The possession of this world's 
goods will not of itself keep a 'man 


. out of heaven, but ricli and poor must 


live •according' to the teachings of 
Christ. The life of the Christian is 
the broadest life we can live. The 


. man who lives close to God, whether 


his life be long or short, will enter 
the portals of heaven."

The supplies are sufficient to enable 


the army to sustain a week's campaign 
at both landing points. 


There is a continual procession of 


small boats riding on to the beach 
through the pounding surf and, as one 
week's rations are already landed, it 
is believed the required supplies will 
all be ashore by Tuesday, the 28th. 


The landing of troops, horses and 


supplies has been extraordinary. With 
only one steam barge and compelled 
to depend on treacherous', small boats, 
General Shatter has landed over 16,000 
men, hundreds of horses and mules and 
thousands of dollars worth of supplies 
on the exposed beaches and only two 
men have lost their lives. 


General Wheeler, in his official re- 


port, places the number of dead in the 
engagement at Sevilla at' 22 and the 
wounded as between 70 and 80. 


No attempt has yet been made to 


prepare an official list with the names 
of the dead and wounded.

The high grass and bushes of the
